1 . THE PRESIDENT S AIDE, MAJOR BAJARES AND CHIEF OF THE 
PRESIDENTIAL PROTECTIVE FORCE MAJOR JOSE RENDON REYES APPROACHED 
THE EMBASSY ON FEBRUARY 28TH FOR ASSISTANCE IN RETRAINING AND 
UPGRADING THE PROFESSIONALISM OF THE PRESIDENT'S PERSONAL 
PROTECTIVE DETAIL. THEY PRESENTED TO THE CHARGE DE AFFAIRS AN 
OFFICIAL LETTER OF REQUEST FROM GENERAL ROMAN VALENCIA 
RAMIREZ OF THE PRESIDENT S OFFICE. 

2. FOLLOWING THEIR INITIAL MEETING WITH THE CHARGE, THE TWO 
OFFICERS SPENT AN HOUR WITH RSO TFT .FORD OUTLINING THEIR SPECIFIC 
NEEDS. THEY SAID THERE WAS CONCERN THAT THE PRESIDENT S DETAIL WAS 
NOT AS WELL TRAINED IN ALL ASPECTS OF PROTECTIVE SECURITY AS 
SIMILAR DETAILS IN OTHER COUNTRIES, NOR DO THEY HAVE A 
CONTINUING TRAINING PROGRAM TO KEEP THEM UP TO DATE WITH 
PROTECTIVE SECURITY CHANGES BROUGHT ABOUT BY INTERNATIONAL 
TERRORISM. THEY HAVE BEEN ASSIGNED THE TASK BY GENERAL VALENCIA 
TO DEVELOP A TRAINING PROGRAM AND TO DO SO AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 
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3. THEY SPECIFICALLY NOTED THE FOLLOWING FOR WHICH THEY NEED 
ASSISTANCE: 

A. MOTORCADE SECURITY 

B. PRINCIPAL, LEAD AND FOLLOW CAR DRIVING TECHNIQUES. 

C. ADVANCES 

D. SECURITY OF PRINCIPAL DURING PUBLIC APPEARANCES. 
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E. "CLOSE IN 'PHYSICAL AND FIREARMS TECHNIQUES 

F. RESIDENTIAL PHYSICAL AND TECHNICAL SECURITY 

4. THERE ARE TWO DISTINCT PROTECTIVE SECURITY DETAILS WITHIN 
THE STRUCTURE OF THE GOV. THE FIRST BEING THE PRESIDENT S AND 
SECOND, THE VIP PROTECTIVE DIVISION OF THE DIRECCION SERVICIO 
DE INTELIGENCIA Y PREVENCION (DISIP). OFFICERS FROM DISIP 

ARE PERMANENTLY ASSIGNED PROTECTIVE SECURITY DUTIES WITH THE 
U.S. AMBASSADOR. AND ARE USED FOR ALL VIP VISITS TO VENEZUELA. 

DISIP OFTEN AUGMENTS CERTAIN ASPECTS OF THE PRESIDENT'S SECURITY 
DETAIL, I.E., PERFORMING ADVANCES. 

BAIARES WOULD LIKE TO NOW TRAIN A CADRE OF ABOUT 25 MEMBERS OF THE 
PRESIDENT'S DETAIL AND INCLUDE SEVERAL DISIP OFFICERS. 

5. THE POST FEELS THAT THERE ARE POSITIVE ADVANTAGES TO BE GAINED 
BY ASSISTING THE GOV IN SETTING UP A PROTECTIVE SECURITY PRO- 
GRAM. FIRST AND FOREMOST WOULD BE THE PROFESSIONAL BENEFITS 
RECEIVED BY USG VIP'S VISITING VENEZUELA AS WELL AS CONTINUED 
EFFECTIVE TRAINING OF DISIP AGENTS ASSIGNED TO THE AMBASSADOR. 
SECONDLY, OUR SECURITY OFFICE HAS ESTABLISHED AN EFFECTIVE 
RAPPORT WITH BOTH PROTECTIVE DETAILS. THIS IS OF OBVIOUS 
USEFULNESS NOW BUT COULD BECOME MUCH MORE SO THROUGH TANGIBLE 
ASSISTANCE TO THEIR NEEDS. 

6. IT WOULD BE APPRECIATED IF THE DEPARTMENT WOULD GIVE 
CONSIDERATION TO PROVIDING A TDY SY PROTECTIVE SECURITY 
TRAINING TEAM TO MEET THIS GOV REQUEST.
